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Egypt to

Egypt yesterday demanded that 
the U.B. take decisive measures 
against Israel's settlement policy. 
Populating “occupied Palestinian 
territory" with Israelis, con- 
tradicted the American commit- 
ment to establish full autonomy In 
die West Ranh and the Gaea Strip, 
Egypt said. 

Cairo's official Middle East News 
Agency, MENA, said that the Egyp- 
tian appeal, to the U.S. was con- 
tained in an “urgent" - message 
from Egyptian Premier Mustapha 
Khalil to U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. 

Earlier in the day MENA had 
relayed a report saying that Egypt 
and Israel remained far apart in 
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Donald McHenry, the U.S. ambassador to the United Nations, 
right, begins a 48-hour visit to Cairo yesterday by calling on 
Defence Minister Kama!

Ali: Egypt’s arms purchases 
‘none of Israel’s business’ 
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CAIRO i API. — Defence Minister 
Kamal Haasan All, portraying 
Egypt as a defender of Western and 
Arab Interests In the Middle East, 
said yesterday he would seek to buy 
America's most sophisticated 
warplane, the F-15 Eagte, even If 
Israel objected. 

“If they (the Israelis) leii me we 
should not have such weapons, I 
will tell them it's none of their 
business." All said in a question- 
and-answer session with the Cairo 
Foreign Press Association. 

The defence minister sold he 
would take up the request for the F- 
35s with a Pentagon delegation due 
here in one week and headed by 
Assistant Secretary of Defence 
David McGiffert. 


“It is about time we looked 
around us and saw the dangers in 
the area," Ali said. “It is not time to 
look at the balance between Egypt 
and Israel. These arms will not be 
directed against Israel." He said 
Egypt needed a leaner and more 
sophisticated fighting force to con- 
tend with Soviet-backed regimes 
such as South Yemen, Ethiopia and 
Libya. 

All revealed that Afghan 
revolutionaries were being trained 
in Egyptian camps. He sold they 
eventually would be armed and 
sent to fight Soviet invasion forces. 

President Anwar Sadat authoriz- 
ed the cum ps to be set up last month 
along with other measures to 
counter the Soviet Intervention.

Lebanon’s fragile balance-of- 
power yesterday appeared on 
the brink of collapse. The day 
was marked by gunflghts 
between anti-Syrian Christian 
militias and their fellow Chris- 
tian adversaries, attacks by 
Syrian-backed Palestinian 
terrorists on Lebanese army 
barracks, and a Christian 
militia vow to revenge the kid- 
napping of one of their leading 
politicians. 

The general breakdown in Inter- 
nal security came as Lebanese 
Premier Salim el-Hoss negotiated 
in Damascus over a plan to 
withdraw a Beirut- based Syrian 
contingent that is part or the 30,000- 
strong farce policing Lebanon since 
the civil war there In 1976. 

The controversial Syrian 
withdrawal plan had touched off 
fears among Christians that 
Damascus intended to turn 
positions in Beirut over to an 
alliance between the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and leftist 
associates, rather than to 
Lebanon's regrouped government 
nrmy. 

Some 30 people were reported 
killed and scores wounded In the 
nationwide violence that has 
erupted following the Syrians' an- 
nouncement of their decision to puli 
5.000 troops out of Beirut. The deci- 
sion set off concern about the 


possibility of rekindling the civil 
war. 

Earlier reports said Syria could 
be seeking to help the Soviets divert 
attention from Moscow’s stab into 
Afghanistan, solicit concern for the 
region while undermining the 
Israel- Egypt Ian peace process, or 
mask the mounting opposition 
within Syria to President Hafez 
Assad's regime. 

No information was available by 
Into last night on the outcome of 
what was being described as Hoss* 
“crisis talks" is Damascus. Some 
reports said that he had gone to 
urge Damascus to call off its 
sudden decision to withdraw from 
Beirut pending preparations of 
alternative possibilities. But 
Syria's Prime Minister Abdul-Rauf 
a Mia am yesterday said that the 
decision was “irrevocable.” 

At the same time he made it clear 
that Syria would still keep a 
watchful eye from countryside 
positions to which Syrian troops 
would be redeployed. 

Lebanese police sources yester- 
day issued a statement saying that 
Palestinian terrorists belonging to 
the Syrian-supported Sa'eka 
organization clashed with Lebanese 
government troops after having 
surrounded the Shehab barracks 
near Beirut airport. 

No casualty figures were Im- 
mediately available. 

The Shehab barracks are the only 
ones held by the Lebanese army In 
predominantly Moslem west 


Beirut, the area from which the 

Syrians have threatened to 
withdraw in the near future. 

Police sources said the Sa'eka 
terrorists, who are members of the 
PLO were apparently trying to oust 
the army from its strategic airport 
strongholds. 

The army- Palestinian clashes 
came only hours after Edmond 
Rizk, a long-time parliamentarian 
and member of the Christian 
Phal&ngist party's Politburo, was 
abducted while riding in his car to a 
meeting with Lebanon's President 
Ellas Sarkis. 

The sources said the Sa'eka 
terrorists were Joined in battle by 
the breakaway “Lebanese Arab Ar- 
my." 

Sources said the shooting ended 
in the early evening, but It was still 
not clear who controlled the 
barracks. 

In the north, Christian 
militiamen of the Phalange party 
clashed with pro-Syrian Christians 
yesterday. 

The Phalange militiamen whoop- 
pose the Syrian presence In 
Lebanon, fought pro-Syrian 
followers of former president 
Suleiman Franjleh with mortars 
and machine guns in the Bsharri 
province, SO km. north of Beirut. 

Phalangiat spokesmen said one 
person was killed and 10 were 
wounded in the fighting in two 
villages that control the highway to 
Bsharri. 

Phalangiat officials said that 


Syrian troops had yesterday “effec- 
tively” helped Franjieh's men in 
their war against their adversaries. 

The officials said; "The Syrians 
and their allies are pounding our 
positions with 122 mm. 130 mm and 
152 mm mortars.” They said the 
Syrians have lost two armoured 
cars and truckloads of ammunition 
and communications equipment. 

Bashir Gam aye I. military com- 
mander of rightist forces and son of 
Phalangiat leader Pierre Gemayel. 
described the Rizk kidnapping as 
extremely serious and threatened 
to take retaliatory action. 

Official sources said Sarkis held 
various contacts in an an attempt to 
trace Rizk and avert possible reper- 
cussions. 

Southern Lebanon was reported 
quiet after three days of artillery 
exchanges involving leftist 
Moslems and Palestinian terrorists 
against Christian militias. Ten per- 
sons have died in a week of similar 
battles. 

But thousands of civilians were 
reported fleeing South Lebanon 
villages as a result of the daily ar- 
tillery and mortar exchanges. Ac- 
cording to local police estimates 
some 10.000 civilians have escaped 
the region since the weekend "and 
the exodus is still continuing.” 

Most of the movement was from 
the coastal town of Tyre and the In- 
land market town of Nabatiyeh. the 
travellers said.

■' : ™The letterMiad been expected In 
the Prime Minister's Office for two 
days, following the State Depart- 
ment spokesman's public notifica- 
tion of Monday that the U.S. was 
seeking to “clarify” the Hebron 
decision, and his public upbraiding 
of Israel on Tuesday. 

' The Israeli cabinet had decided 
on Sunday to favour “in principle” 
a resumption of Jewish settlement 
in Hebron. But no practical steps 
were taken, and the cabinet said it 
would discuss such steps later. 


State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter branded the deci- 
sion as "serious" and said it raised 
questions regarding Israel's com- 
mitment to autonomy for the 
Palestinians. He sidestepped 
questions about whether the ad- 
ministration would consider cutting 
aid to Israel os a punishment or 
deterrent measure. 

This morning, the prime minister 
will receive a high-powered U.S. 
government mission, headed by 
budget director James McIntyre, 
which Is here to survey Israel's aid 
needs. Ambassador Sam Lewis will 
be with the group. (See story, this 
page.) 

Israel Radio said last night the 
premier intends to bring the letter 
to the attention of the cabinet on 
Sunday.

The Hist ad rut will be told that If It 
agrees to the chop, the Treasury 


will be ready to update salaries four 
times a year, rather than twice as 
at present, and that it will also ad- 
just Income tax brackets more fre- 
quently, and to the full extent of the 
index. 

But the Treasury fears that if the 
Histadrut digs in its heels, the pace 
of inflation will quicken and the en- 
tire structure of restraints that 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
has tried to build will collapse. 

I! this happens, the Treasury will 
have to take Immediate steps to 
mop up surplus money from the 
public. 

Labour unrest, already evident to 
the last few weeks, may well in- 
crease as discussions between the 
Treasury, the Labour Federation 
and the employers go Into high 
gear.

Israel Is more concerned about 
the threat to the Christians in cen- 
tral and northern Lebanon than to 
those in the South, a reliable source 
said in Jerusalem yesterday.

That could happen in 
circumstances which would make It 
hard for Israel to put teeth into its 
commitment to their welfare. 

In Southern Lebanon, he said, 
Israel could respond faster and 
more easily to any threat to the 
militia hi the Christian and Shiite

The apparent Syrian refusal to let 
the Lebanese . army take over 
Beirut positions to be evacuated by 
the Syrian expeditionary force, and 
the apparent Intention to let the 
terrorists move in there, could 
create a grave threat to the securi- 
ty of the Christian quarters, the 
source said. This would pose a 
challenge to Israel.

Collective gov’t as 
Tito said fading 

BELGRADE (UPI). — The collec- 
tive government designed by Presi- 
dent Josip Broz Tito himself nearly 
a decade ago appeared to function 
without problems yesterday as the 
87-ycar-old President's 
deteriorating health signalled the 
advent of the post-Tito era. 

The medical bulletin issued last 
night was the fourth in four days to 
report gradual worsening of Tito's 
health. It said: “In the course of to- 
day, the general state of health of 
President Josip Broz Tito has 
deteriorated. Further weakening of 
the functions of the kidneys and 
heart has developed. Intensive 
measures of treatment are being 
undertaken.”

The director of the U.S. Office of 
Management and .Budget, James 
McIntyre, met In Jerusalem yester- 
day with the finance minister and 
governor of the Bank of Israel for a 
wide-ranging discussion on Israel's 
economy — about which the visitor 
displayed detailed knowledge. 

McIntyre, who arrived in Israel 
yesterday for a three-day visit ac- 
companied by four congressmen, 
told reporters the purpose of their 
visit to this country — and later to 
Egypt — is “to review the economic 
and defence conditions" in both 


countries, “with particular atten- 
tion to the implications for U.S. 
assistance levels." 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz, 
queried by the U.S. budget chief 
about investments In settlements 
across the Green Line, replied that 
If he had more money, "I would 
allocate more." 

Other points discussed Included 
inflation, cost-of-living allowances, 
unemployment and its political im- 
plications, and Israel's debt 
burden. Hurvitz printed out that to 
1983 Israel must repay loans to the 
tune of sbme $2.6 billion, of which 
5730m. is owed to tbe U.S. He asked 


for help in securing easier repay- 
ment terms. 

Bank of Israel Governor Arnon 
Gafny told McIntyre that Israel will 
next year have to spend an ad- 
ditional 51b. for the purchase of oil. 
This will prevent Israel from Im- 
proving Its balance of payments, 
“no matter how hard we try.*' Gaf- 
ny also stressed Israel's increased 
security costs because of the 
relocation of the IDF from Sinai to 
the Negev. 

In short, Gafny said, U.S. aid — 
most of which In the long run must 
be repaid — will not even enable 
Israel to cover its defence imports. 



IOC rejects call to shift summer games

Jody Powell, White House press 
secretary, issued an official state- 
ment that "neither the president. 


the Congress, nor the American 
people can support the sending of 
the U.S. team to Moscow this 
summer. 

Carter's move was a blow to the 
Olympic movement, which was try- 
ing to keep the games Intact In the 
face of growing political pressure to 
call them off. Only 24 hours before, 
U.S. Olympic Committee President 
Robert Kane had said the U.S. 
government had presented no ul- 
timatum to the USOC, which had 
until May 24 — the date when en- 
tries have to be submitted to 
Moscow — to decide whether to go. 

Lord Klllanin, president of the 
IOC, read a 700-word statement to a 


news conference, after a two-day 
debate by the ruling body of the 
games, and announced that the v 
Moscow games were on.

This was one of the questions asked yesterday 
in the Knesset by Aloni (Citizens Rights Move- 
ment) In a motion- for the agenda on respecting 
individual privacy In government ministries and 
public Institutions. 

Justice Minister Shmuel Tamlr noted In his 
reply that his ministry was now drafting a bill 
designed to protect the individual against in- 
vnslons'or his privacy. He said the bill would be 
based on the conclusions of the committee head- 
ed hy Supreme Court Justice Yitzhak Kahan. 
The motion was referred to the Law Committee. 

Aloni launched a campaign against the rab- 
binical courts for accepting as evidence highly 


personal questionnaires filled out by the parties 
in a divorce, at the demand of their lawyers. 

Aloni gave reporters photocopies of a question- 
naire which she said a rabbinical court lawyer in 
a small town south of Tel Aviv makes his female 
clients fill out and sign, before he agrees to 
accept their case. 

Some of the questions on the form are: 

• On your wedding night were you: A virgin; 
unmarried: converted Jewess; divorcee; 
widow. 

• How long after you met your husband did you 
start having sexual relations with him? 

• What contraceptives did you use? 

• Did you have an abortion of a pregnancy 
caused by your husband before you married? 
How many times? Where? At whose expense? 

• At what age did you first have sexual 

relations? * 

- Was the man in question; A bachelor; 
married; Jewish; Arab; tourist. 


• Have you and your husband had intercourse 
In the presence of a second couple? 

• Do you watch poxruJgraphlc films for the pur- 
pose of sexual stimulation? 

• Whnl is the duration of your love-play before 
intercourse? 

• What positions do you usually use In inter- 
course? 

• How long does your intercourse last? 

• Do you take baths together? 

• Do you have a private password to signify a 
wish for intercourse? 

• Did your children ever see you having inter- 
course? 

The rest of the questionnaire, which Is about 
five limes as long, contains a number of still 
more Intimate questions. Aloni gave reporters 
Uir full name And address of the rabbinical 
lawyer who employs the questionnaire, and sub- 
mits the details it contains as evidence In rab- 
binical court.

Israel insisted that the issue be 
deferred until the framework of 
autonomy had been formulated. 

Reports from 'Cairo, said that 
much of the autonomy 
deliberations, which face a May 
deadline, -have been held in the 
shadow of Egypt's unrest over 
Israeli settlement policy including 
the cabinet's approval, in principle, 
of settling Jews in the West Bank 
town, of Hebron. 

In his message to Vance, Khalil 
was last night reported by Cairo 
radio to have alluded to “the gravi- 
ty of Israel's moves and the marked 
escalation of its settlement policy in 
occupied Palestinian territory.” 

Khalil was said to have drawn 
‘‘attention to’ lire ..serious im- 
plications” which Israel's settle- 
ment policy could have on' the 
general situation in the region, and 
to the prospects of establishing a 
comprehensive peace in the Middle 
East. ”* . 

Khalil is scheduled to meet with 
Israel's chief autonomy negotiator. 
Interior Minister Yosef . Burg, as 
well as the U.S. presidential envoy, 
Sol Lfnowitz, later this month. The 
meeting was originally planned to 
be held in Paris on February 26, but 
last week London was mentioned as 
the host capital. Yesterday, 
however, some doubt was cast on 
the latter venue with reports claim- 
ing that the talks were being shifted 
to Geneva or Zurich. 

Our diplomatic correspondent 
reports that rumours from London 
were that the British Foreign Office 
wns uncomfortable with the idea of 
having the talks in London. 

But neither Burg nor the Foreign 
Ministry had heard of such British 
reservations. Burg said the 
organizing of the session wds en- 
tirely In Linowitz* hands.-

Gush Emunlm supporters

Ariel Sharon revealed yesterday. 

Arguing successfully for a ILSOm. 
allocation from the Knesset 
Finance Committee for West Bank 
land purchases by the ILA, Sharon 
won an 12-7 endorsement in a closed 
and secret meeting, as requested 
by MK Haim Kaufraann. 

MK Pessah Grupper, whose 
scathing criticism of Sharon for 
land purchase practices has raised 
Likud tempers lately, remained 
silent throughout the session and 
was replaced by another Likud MK 
before the vote. 

Sharon claimed that all the 
purchases were made following dis- 
cussions with Premier Menahem 
Begin and finance ministers Simha 
Ehrlich and Ylgael Hurvitz, with 
their - agreement, and with the 
knowledge of Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir. But he admitted 
that there was no way- of knowing 
exactly how much was actually 
paid to the sellers, and that there 
was no control over 1 brokers' fees, 
which in the complex and semi- 
secret deals serve to drive prices 
way up. 

In the wake of Grupper's charges 
of irregularities, the government 
has set up a new body to vet all past 
and future land deals in the ad- 
ministered territories.

Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Ziporf will head the 
committee, reflecting Begin's feel- 
ing that the Defence Ministry 
should get involved in keeping an 
eye on conditions and cir- 
cumstances of land purchases.

The Gush Bmurdm settlers at 
Neve Tzuf on the Jerusalem-Nablua 
road were given permission to chop 
down ancient trees in the Deir 
Nizam nature^re serve by Uri Bar- 
On, coordinator of ^Jewish settle- 
ment in Judea And Samaria. 

Meanwhile the Ramallah police 
are investigating a complaint 
against the settlers filed by the 
Nature Protection Society. Yester- 
day. Rati Ben-B&ss&t, the 
settlement's secretary, said that 
the trees had been cleared to make 
way for expanding the settlement. 
Bar-On confirmed to The Post that 
he had given permission for tree 
cutting. 

Spokesmen for the military 
government, the World Zionist 
Organization, the Nature Reserves 
Authority and the Society for the 
Protection of Nature said the 


settlers had no permission to work 
In the forest of ancient oak and ar- 
butus trees. But the Ministry of 
Agriculture claims that permission 
was given. 


A spokesman for the military 
government who visited the area 
yesterday said the wooded tract the 
settlers had cleared was outside the 
officially seized area, though near 
it. But an aide to Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon maintained 
the spokesman could not read 
maps. 

Knesset Ecology Committee 
members, summoned for an urgent 
discussion on the trees by their 
ch airman Yosef Tamir, called on 
the authorities to prosecute the 
settlers. They claimed the Gush 
members had broken a commit- 
ment not to damage any of the 
protected trees on the site. 


Ali: airline pact with Israel this month 


CAIRO (UPI) . — Egypt and Israel 
will conclude four cooperation 
agreements, including one on 
regular air services between the 
two countries, before the end of this 
month, Egyptian Defence Minister 
Kama! Has san All said yesterday. 

At a Foreign Press Association 
briefing here, Ali also expressed 
hope that American construction of 
two air bases in the Negev will be 
speeded up to permit Israeli 
withdrawal from the remainder of 
the Sinai Peninsula ahead of 
schedule. 

Ali said the Joint committee 


supervising normalization of 
Egypt-Israel relations has set up 
several subcommittees to negotiate 
cooperation agreements in various 
fields. Four of them, dealing with 
civil aviation, maritime and land 
transport, tourism and mail and 
telecommunications went to work 
on February 6, and will complete 
their business this month, he said. 


Ali said he will visit Israel

Dehaisha refugee camp exits sealed

Security forces have closed 
several exits from the Dehaisha 
refugee camp near Bethlehem over' 
the last few days to discourage 
residents from throwing stones at 
vehicles passing on the main road 
outside. 


Sources In the Judea and 
Samaria military government con- 
firmed yesterday that a number of 
lanes In the camp had been sealed 
with concrete barriers to make 
access to the road more difficult. 


This action was taken, the 
sources said, after repeated war- 
nings to camp residents to stop 
harassing vehicles, driving on the 
main road from Jerusalem to 
Hebron. "We aronetermlned to act 
forcefully against stoned-throwers.” 
they said. 

Arab sources have complained in 
the last few days of the 
“harassment" of camp residents. 
People have been taken- to the local 
military government headquarters 
and keep waiting there throughout 
the night, they say. 


Militants win Kiryat Arba elections

Kiryat Arba residents are ex- 
pected to take a more militant 
stance following Tuesday’s local 
elections, well placed sources there 
said yesterday. 

Rabbi Moshe Levinger, who has 
advocated relative moderation, lost 
two of the four seats he had com- 
manded In the seven member coun- 
cil. The two mandates went to a list 
headed by one of his erstwhile dis- 
ciples, Zc'ev Friedman. (Fried- 
man’s list is closely Identified with 
Ellaklm Haczni, who has advocated 


militant action. Haezni was not a 
candidate. ) 

The remaining three seats are 
divided among three lists. Yossi 
Dayan, of Rabbi Melr Kah ana’s 
Kach Movement, missed qualifying 
for a mandate by four votes. 

Friedman and a source close to 
Levinger told The Jerusalem Rost 
that Lcvingcr’s moderation was 
one of the reasons for his defeat at 
the polls. "Since the Camp David

Answering a question by MK 
Daniel Rosolio (Labour), Sharon 
said that acquisition of land in the 
Jordan Valley presented no 
problem, since most of it was 
registered in the name of the state. 

Defending his actions. Sharon 
said that land purchasing was not 
his own private business, hut pur- 
sued with the full knowledge and 
backing of the government, as was, 
he claimed, the post-Camp David 
erection of “tower and stockade" 
settlements in northern Sinai. 

Hawkish Labour MK Arnos 
Hadar left the room before the vote 
and Yehezkel Z&kai abstained, but 
all other Alignment members were 
opposed and all Likud MKs sup- 
ported the ID50m. allocation.

Unruly Knesset rejects 
debate on Sharon’s land 


Post Knesset Reporter 
A boisterous Knesset — or what 
was left of it — yesterday rejected 
— 25 to 9 — a motion for the agenda 
on the leasing of 500 dunams of 
state- land to the Shikmlm farm of 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon. 

The motion was presented by 
Tawfik ToubI (Democratic Front- 
Communists), who said it was cer- 
tainly not In order for a minister to 
enter into a business transaction 
with the Israel Lands Administra- 
tion. which comes under the pur- 
view of hia own ministry. 

As Sharon rose to answer (no 
other minister was present in the 
House) . there were shouts from the 
Alignment and Communist benches 
to the effect that it was in poor taste 
for Sharon to deliver the 
government’s reply in a matter in 
which he was personally involved. 

When the shouting subsided, 
Sharon made the following reply: 
"About a year and a half ago,” he 
said, the Lands Administration 
received a request from the 
Shikmim farm to approve a 
seasonal grazing permit on non- 
arable land in the middle bf the 


farm area, including the seasonal 
leasing of two dunams for fencing- 
in wandering sheep. 

“On January 15. 1979, the district 
leasing committee approved the 
granting of seasonal grazing rights 
in return, for the customary fees. 

“I request the Knesset to reject 
this vexatious motion;" 

Sharon's laconic reply triggered 
another round of shouting, and 
Speaker Yitzhak Shamir, after his 
demands for order went unheeded, 
declared a recess. 


Five minutes later, he reconven- 
ed the House. The seven votes 
favouring the scheduling of a 
Knesset debate on the subject were 
cast by the Alignment, Shell, and 
the Communists. Votes against 
were cast by the Likud and Agudat 
Ylsrael. 

This was the last item on a long 
day’s agenda: other factions not 
represented in the chamber were: 
the National Religious Party, Shai. 
the Democratic Movement, Tehiya- 
Banal, Flatto Sharon, Poaiel 
Aguda. Independent Liberals, 
Mordechai Elgrably and Moshe 
Dayan. 


Hatzor meningitis blamed on sewer

A broken sewage pipe was the 
cause of an outbreak of meningitis 
in Hatzor in Galilee recently, the 
Health Ministry announced yester- 
day.

inspectors discovered that all those 
stricken came from an area near a 
sewage pipe which had been broken 
repeatedly during the past year. 

Later, although the pipe was 
repaired, the virus spread from the 
Infected area through the town's 
kindergartens and day care cen- 
tres. Health officials have under- 
taken a hygiene campaign to stop 
any further spread of the disease.

Farmers plan protests to dramatize plight 


By YITZHAK OKED

TEL. AVIV. — The country’s farmers, who say their 
economic situation 1 s deteriorating steadily, are plan- 
ning to launch a public campaign In about two weeks’ 
time to dramatize their plight, for which they blame the 
government. 

Militant elements In the farming community are 
suggesting a "general strike" which would cut the flow 
of basic products like milk and eggs to the market.

He sold that if the government came up with concrete 
proposals the farmers organizations were ready at any 
time to sit down and negotiate.

Voting against the bill were the 
Likud, the National Religious Par- 
ty, Mapam.

Rubinstein argued that the 
burden of proof was on the op- 
ponents of electoral reform to 
justify their position. The present 
syste m of proportional representation 
bad now produced a coalition com- 
posed of seven Independent parties 
and three one-man sub-factions, he 
pointed out.

Sharon: Gov’t aware Beduin 
squatting problem is acute

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon told the Knesset yesterday 
that the government was aware ot 
the acuteness of the problem of 
squatting on state lands by some 
Negev Beduin. He said the govern- 
ment was giving It "intensive atten- 
tion." 

Sharon was replying to & motion 
for the agenda by Jacques Amir 
(Alignment) who said that the 
phenomenon was reaching alar- 
ming proportions. The motion was 
referred to the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

Amir said that while most Negev 
Beduin are law-abiding, a minority 
Is not. They were seizing lands for 
cultivation and grazing in order to 
be able to extort compensation 
when the time comes, he charged. 

There was an atmosphere of 
anarchy amd of government 
helplessness. Amir said. He cited In 
particular the case of Mosh&v 


Nevatim. settled by olim from 
Cochin, which he said was a victim 
of “violent and organized land- 
grabbing." 

GALILEE LOOKOUT POSTS 

Replying to two other motions for 
the agenda, Sharon said that within 
the next few days look-out posts In 
Galilee would be redistributed. He 
said that he favoured giving 
preference to second-generation 
children of Galilee moshavlm. 

The motions were presented by 
Yehezkel Zakai (Alignment) and 
Amnon Linn (Llkud-La'ara). They 
were referred to the Ecoitomlc 
Committee.

Bankrupt bosses in Dimona blame gov’t

The owners of two falling Dimona 
factories yesterday blamed un- 
fulfilled promises of government 
help for their plight. 

Brothers Edward and Hugo 
Schwartz of the Friction Materials 
Corporation and Ceramic Castings 
Corporation claimed that the 
g over n ment owes them 34.6m. in 
grants and loans, according to t^e 
law. They sold that for three years, 
they hofi . believed ministers’ and 
other officials* reassurances that 
the money was coming, .but It never 
did. 

The Schwartses told reporters 
yesterday that they were willing to 
sell the factories,. and revealed that 
three, prospective buyers, two from 
Israel and one foreign, bad express- 
ed interest. But they said that 
government help could still save 
the firms from their crisis, brought 
oh by inflation. 


The factories opened in mid-1973, 
amid promises that they would hire 
800 Dimona workers by 1977. Only 
160 were employed when the gates 
were closed recently, but even their 
"foiced leave" Is threatening to be 
a serious source of unrest Is the 
Negev development town. 

Hugo Schwartz presented 
evidence Indicating that the firm’s 
products were highly regarded and 
in demand abroad. The U.S.'s 
largest clutch manufacturer, for in- 
stance, he said, had ordered parts 
from It. 

Schwarts also claimed that the 
brothers paid up all money owed to 
the National Insurance Znstltute, 
and that a settlement hod been 
reached with Income tax 
authorities. Several months ago. It 
was reported that the companies 
also owed money to customs, and 
that they had not published balance 
sheets since 2977, alleged Jy because 
they had not paid their accountants. 


At that time, the Knesset 
Economic Committee was con- 
sidering a proposal to ball out Fric- 
tion and Ceramics. But yesterday. 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
told the Economics Committee that 
the government can no longer af- 
ford such measures. 

The struggle to save the workers' 
Jobs is now expected to pass to the 
city of Dimona, whose mayor Jac- 
ques Amir has warned of riots and 
road barricades If the employment 
situation there worsens.

Sanctions plus cold weather 
could mean power failures

HAIFA. — The country’s electricity 
supply Is now stretched to the limit, 
and any Increase In demand, such 
as one due to a sudden cold spell, is 
likely tn cause major power disrup- 
tions throughout the country, an 
Electric Corporation spokesman 
said yesterday. 

When corporation employees 
started work sanctions over three 
weeks ago. reserves were still at a 
reasonable level. But "today they 

are down by 3 per cent, and several 
turbines in the Haifa and Ashdod 
power stations are out of order." 
the spokesman said. “Thanks to the 
mild weather, demand has not in- 
creased much, but our capacity is 
decreasing every week," he added. 
"We have now reached the criUcal 
point." 

The situation deteriorated after 


corporation shift workers Joir.ea the 
labour action. They are refusing to 
work overtime or to undertake any 
repair that cannot be finished on 
the spot. Consequently, many 
repairs have not been done, or com- 
pleted only after lengthy delays, he 
claimed. Two turbo-generators 
which broke down over a week ago 
at the Ashdod power station have 
still not been fixed. A medium-sized 
generator and two gas turbines in 
Haifa arc also in a state of dis- 
repair. 

"It would take only one more 

hour of using electric heaters, tor 
instance, to boost demand to an un- 
manageable peak." the spokesman 
said.

Temporary bagrut papers 
okayed for university study

The Education Ministry yester- 
day allowed high schools to fssue 
temporary bnnrut (matriculation) 
certificates to make possible un- 
iversity registration on time. 

Ministry officials previously per- 
suaded the universities to accept 
such temporary certificates 
because ministry-issued bngi-ut 
certificates are not ready. 

Labour shortages in the ministry 
examinations department, and 
computer malfunctioning have 
delayed preparation of the cer- 
tificates for most pupils who took 
hnrtrut exams between 1978 and 
1979. 


The certificates, containing the 
scores from each exam, were until 
now required for university 
registration. 

A ministry spokesman yesterday 
insisted that all exams taken In the 
summers of 1978 and 1979 have been 
checked and marked. The results 
are either In the ministry or in the 
pipeline to the schools, he said, but 
have net yet reached the pupils. 

The problem of the missing 
matriculation certificates also 
affects 1978-77 graduates who have 
now completed their two or three 
years in the Israel Defence Forces 
and wish to register for higher 
education.

ISTANBUL (API. — A pre-dawn 
, explosion rocked the offices of the 
left-of-centre Republican Peoples 
Party in Istanbul yesterday while 
martial law authorities announced 
the capture of 56 suspected leftist 
terrorists accused of killing four 
Americans and an Israel! in the 
past- two xnontha. 

Authorities said there were no in- 
juries in the explosion at the 
premises of the main opposition 
party in Sehremini, on the western 
outskirts of Istanbul. The blast 
shattered windows and damaged 
property. 

In other terrorist actions, police 
reported at least six bomb attacks 
across the country, hitting- a shop 
attached to a mosque, an auto 
showroom, a house and a govern- 
ment building: among other targets. 

A martial law communique said a 
total of 56 members of the illegal 


"Marxist-Lenlnist Armed 
Propaganda Squad” were seized in 
various operations that spread to 
rural provinces. 

The document said a total of 70 
militants of various branches of the 
Turkish Peoples Liberation Party 
Front have been arrested since last 
May. 

T9ie announcement also said one 
of those detained was a leftist mili- 
tant charged with the slaying of 
Avraham Eiasar, branch manager 
of Israel’s El A1 Airlines, shot and 
killed in his car on the way back 
from the Yesilkoy International 
Airport on January Z. 

Another person detained was a 
woman, Nazi! ‘'Scorpion” 
Caglayan, suspected of mastermin- 
ding the ambush-assassinations of 
four Americans attached to a 
NATO facility hear Istanbul on 
December 15. 


Afghani impasse remains 
after India-USRR talks 


NEW DELHI i Reuter). — Soviet 
Foreign. Minister Andrei Gromyko 
ended two days of formal talks with 
Indian leaders yesterday with no In- 
dication that New Delhi had been 
able to persuade Moscow to 
withdraw its troops from 
Afghanistan. 


India had expressed the hope that 
the Soviet Union would pull out its 
troops' and advocated persuasion 
rather than confrontation to 
achieve that objective. 

An Indian official spokesman 
said the Soviet side had taken note 
of India's point of view, but that no 
Joint statement was expected. 


Gromyko, the first Soviet leader 
to visit India since the invasion of 
Afghanistan and Premier Indira 
Gandhi's return to power, flies 


liuxne LuUuy at the end of a 44-hour 
visit. 

An Indian spokesman said 
Gromyko had discussed measures 
to defuse the situation In the region, 
but there was no indication that any 
specific proposals had been con- 
sidered. Such measures need not be 
in the form of specific proposals, he 
said. 

Gromyko strongly attacked the 
U.S.. Pakistan and China at a ban- 
quet on Tuesday night and said the 
Soviet action in Afghanistan did not 
constitute any danger .for the 
security and stability of the region. 

India is concerned at the propos- 
ed rearming of Pakistan as a result 
of superpower rivalries, and has 
called on all countries to recognize 
what it called the gravity of the 
danger. 


Soviets vow: no more U.S. surprise landings 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The 
Soviet Union has assured the U.S. 
that its airliners will not try to 
make any more surprise landings 
at Kennedy Airport In New York, 
the State Department said on Tues- 
day. 

A State Department official met 
this week with Soviet Deputy Am- 
bassador Vladlllen Vasev following 
the sudden appearance at Kennedy 
Airport last Sunday of an Aeroflot 
airliner. 

The jet landed at Kennedy, 


despite previous assurances that 
Aeroflot flights would skip that air- 
port and land at Dulles Airport near 
Washington. The Incident was the 
second time a Soviet airliner 
' suddenly appeared on New York 
radar screens without prior war- 
ning. 

The U.S. officials said the Soviets 
assured the State Department that 
all future flights to the U.S. would 
land at Dulles "until they make 
arrangements far ground handling 
at Kennedy Airport.”

U.S. sending 
1,800 marines 
to join Arab 
Sea armada 


WASHINGTON (UPI). - U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter is dis- 
patching four ahlps and 1,800 
marines to join a U.S. naval ar- 
mada In the Arabian Sea off the 
coast of Iran. 

Administration officials said the 
purpose of the marine force — com- 
plete with helicopters, tanks and 
amphibious assault vehicles — is to 
add to the U.S. deterrent In the Mid- 
dle East. 

State Department officials last 
week said Soviet troops were mass- 
ing along Iran's northwestern 
border in moves similar to what oc- 
curred before the Russians invaded 
Afghanistan. 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powell said the presence of 
the marines in the Persian Gull "la 
not related to the hostage situation" 
in Iran. 

Administration officials said the 
four ships left the west coast, pick- 
ed up the marine amphibious unit In 
Hawaii and arrived on Tuesday at 
the U.S. naval h&se at Subic Bay in 
the Philippines. 

The USS Okinawa, USS Mobile, 
USS Alamo and the USS San Be r- 
nadino will conduct training exer- 
cises for the next two weeks In the 
Philippines area. 

On completion of those exercises, 
the officials said, the four ships 
with marines will proceed to the 
Arabian Sea to join some 20„U.S. 
naval vessels by mid-March. The 
marine group is to remain in the 
Arabian Sea Indefinitely. 

Administration officials express- 
ed confidence that sending the 
marine unit to the Arabian Sea 
would not be misconstrued by Ira- 
nian officials. They said the action 
can have "a positive effect" in 
emphasizing the president's war- 
ning to the Soviet Union that the oil- 
rich region Is of “vital interest" to 
the U.S. 

In Copenhagen, authoritative 
Danish sources yesterday said that 
the U.S. is planning to store tanks, 
artillery and other heavy equip- 
ment in Denmark . and Norway, 
ready -for use by airborne rein- 
forcements In case of war. 

With an expansion of similar ar- 
mament depots already existing in 
other NATO countries such as West 
Germany and the Netherlands, the 
Americans aim at having all the 
heavy equipment needed for nine 
army divisions immediately 
available In Western Europe by 
1880, sources said. 

Defence Minister Poul Soegaard 
confirmed that the Danish govern- 
ment has been approached and is 
considering the U.S. proposal. 
Depots of ammunition and fuel for 
allied air defence reinforcements 
are already being built up at 
several military airstrips in Den- 
mark, he disclosed.

Rhodesia’s whites vote today 


Mugabe, Nkomo meet but rift between them remains 



SALISBURY. — Guerrilla leaders 
Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe 
apparently failed yesterday to 
mend their differences, putting 
further strain on Rhodesia’s fragile 
prc-clcction cease-fire. It was their 
Aral meeting since returning to 
Rhodesia from exile. 

'Nkomo told a news conference 
that he would meet again with 
Mugabe, but refused to say what 
was discussed. Nkomo has com- 
plained vocally that his campaign 
supporters for this month's In- 
dependence elections were being in- 
timidated and indicated that 


Mugabe's forces were responsible. 

Nkomo said he was still prepared 
to contest the elections In a coali- 
tion with Mugabe, but said Mugabe 
had acted unilaterally when he 
returned to Rhodesia last month by 
entering the elections as a separate 
political party. The two men had 
been nominal partners In the 
Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance. 

Hie meeting took place against 
the background of a growing con- 
frontation between Mugabe and the 
British colonial governor of 
Rhodesia. Lord Soames, who an- 
nounced one Tuesday tbat he had 


assumed the power to cancel the 
election in any part of the country 
where there is persistent intimida- 
tion. 

Five of the nine black parties con- 
testing the elections, to be held in 
two weeks time, renewed calls for 
Soames to postpone the voting 
bccauso of the widespread .political 
violence. 

Meanwhile, Rhodesia's whites 
vote today in elections for an in- 
dependence Parliament In which 
they could be no more than a token 
presence. 

Only six of the 20 seats reserved 
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Pupils from a school In San Salvador begin running when they 
hear gunshots during clashes between government forces and 
leftists. Fighting broke out after the leftists released 10 hostages 
from the Education Ministry. (upi telephoto) 


Kenya offers U.S. army aid 


BONN (UPI). — Kenyan President 
Daniel Arap Mol yesterday con- 
firmed that his country has offered 
the U.S. military facilities, but 
denied that American troops would 
be based in Kenya. 

Mol. currently on a state visit to 
West Germany, told a press con- 
ference, "We are not offering 
bases. What we have offered Is 
facilities." 

The president did not detail ex- 
actly what "facilities" meant. 


Reports from Washington said Mol 
and the leaders of Oman and 
Somalia had agreed to allow 
American soldiers regular access 
to their military bases, and would 
permit the U.S. to store limited 
amounts of equipment and fuel on 
their soil. 


Mol said be had had fruitful dls~ 
cussions with West German govern- 
ment and opposition leaders during 
his two days in Bonn. 


Dollar find may solve hijack mystery 


PORTLAND (UPI). — Children 
digging in the sand on a family pic- 
nic uncovered up to 83,000 of the 
$200,000 extorted by D.B. Cooper In 
a 1971 Jet hijack featuring a get- 
away by parachute, the FBI said on 
Tuesday. 

FBI officials said the discovery, 
on a Columbia River beach north of 
Portland, reinforced their long-held 
theory that Cooper was killed in the 
daring plunge that made the aerial 
bandit a folk-hero.

Washington, Seattle, and Portland, 
the FBI said the money — not 
counted but estimated at $3,000 or 
less — was part of the $200,000 in $20 
bills given to Cooper on demand 
after he commandeered a 
Northwest Orient Airlines 72T Trijet 
on Thanksgiving eve 1871. 

Cooper boarded the Jet in 
Portland, threatened to blow it up, 


then forced it to land In Seattle to 
collect the ransom and four 
parachuted. He allowed 86 
passengers aboard the flight to 
deplane, then ordered the crew to 


fly .to Reno. When It landed In Reno, 
there was no trace of Cooper, but 
the rear exit door was open under 
the tail, and a training parachute, 
considered unreliable, was miss- 
ing. An FBI agent said the dis- 
covery of the money reduces to 50- 
50 the chances that Cooper is alive. 


RELEASED. — American Peace 
Corps worker Richard Starr, kid- 
napped three years ago by leftists, 
was released In a remote area of 
Colombia on Tuesday and im- 
mediately left the country to return 
home. He waa ransomed for $250,-

Iran wants quick solution on hostages 

But leaders not yielding 
on demand for ex-shah 
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TEHERAN. — The secretary of the 
Ruling Revolutionary Council 
yesterday said that Iran wanted to 
solve the U.S. -Iranian hostage 
crisis as soon as possible, but ahy 
change In Teheran's demands -tor 
the shah's extradition would re- 
quire a change in public opinion. 

Ayatollah Mohammad Beheshti 
told journalists he did not rule out 
the possibility that a solution to the 
crisis over 49 American hostages 
held at the occupied U.S. embassy 
here could be reached before 
Iranians vote in parliamentary 
elections on March 14. 

"It must be resolved some day 
and we prefer to solve it as soon as 
possible." Dr. Beheshti said, ad- 
ding that Iran had received new 
proposals on the 102-day-old con- 
flict with Washington. He did not 
elaborate. 

In Athena, Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadegfa Ghotbzadeh also 
said that his country's original 
demands in exchange for the 
release of the American hostages 
held in the U.S. embassy in Teheran 
remained unchanged. 

Ghotbzadeh, now touring three 
European countries, claimed that 
Iran's newly elected President Ab- . 
dolhassan Banl-Sadr has denied 
ever saying that the question of the 
hostages' release is no longer 
related to the former shah's ex- 
tradition to Iran. 
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He said that his trip to Athenfj~|a*ir- 
Rome and Paris is not a new bpeni; itk. « * s 
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move would be far to the future. 


Iran seeks British arms 


LONDON (AF). — An Iranian 
military team has recently com- 
pleted talks in Britain on the possi- 
ble resumption of British arms 
sales to Iran, defence sources dis- 
closed yesterday.

HOW WIDESPREAD is missionary 
activity in Britain? No one really 
knows, but the tragedy of Benjamin 
Lessor, which has brought a long- 
standing problem to the fore, has 
sparked off a flurry of activity as 
well as concern.

JENNINGS himself says he 
believes he is part of "the church 
mission to the Jews, but not in a 
proselytizing sense." He sees his 
mission rather as one of reconcilia- 
tion between Christians and Jews. 

“There is an authentic and 
proper witness to the Jews, but 
prosclytlzation Is no part of it. 
Missions to Jews are upsetting to 
Jews because they Impugn the In- 
tegrity ot Jewish belief. And they 
arc disturbing to Jews and 
Christians because they undermine 
the basis of mutual respect, which 
it hns taken so long for us to es- 
tablish. 

“Mast respectable church 
authorities regard the missionaries 
to the Jews as eccentric splinter 
groups of the Christian un- 
derworld." 

Strong language, indeed. But 
Peter Jennings, because of his post 
with the council of Christians and 
Jews, is in a unique position. When I 
asked him how an archbishop 
would react to these people, Jen- 
nings replied: "He would probably 
shrug his shoulders and say, 'We've 
all got our extremists*."

Far the first time In a Davis Cup 
tie, Israel fielded three successful 
Association of Teaals Professional 
l ATP) players in ShXoma G licks- 
tein, Steve Krulevitz and David 
Schneider. Thus, with the Israeli 
team on paper appearing stronger 
than their Swiss opponents, hopes 
were high of an Israeli victory. 

Under close scrutiny by the ex- 
ecutive will be the squad'a training 
methods for the tie, the criteria for 
selecting the singles and doubles 
players against Switzerland, and 
the advisability of using "foreign" 
players in the national team rather 
than encouraging local talent, sold 
Meyer. 

The four-man squad against 
Switzerland included two such 
racquets, Krulevitz. 28. and 
Schneider, 24. American Krulevitz 
took out Israeli citizenship two 
years ago, while former.

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Economic outlook for 1980s indifferent

The seventies will be 
remembered as a largely un- 
successful and somewhat 
frustrating decade. The heavy cost 
of the Yom Kippur War and the sub- 
sequent petrol-price explosion left 
their mark. Inflation grew, the 
balance of trade deteriorated. The 
. economy seemed to be marking 
time. 

Yet all Is not black. Living stan- 
dards were maintained, and the 
country did not (somehow) run out. 
of foreign currency. Israel was 
spared Ute curse of unemployment 
which overtook many more 
prosperous nations. At the same 
time a momentous change was tak- 
ing place in the structure of the 
economy. 

During the decade from 196B to 
1979, the gross national product 
(GNP) grew by 72 per cent, which 
is not a great rate compared with 
Israel's past. Most of the rise was 
concentrated at the beginning. In 
the three years till 1973, the GNF 
grew by 34 per cent. During the 
seven years since the time of the 
“earthquake**, output has risen by 
only 29 per cent. 

The population has grown since 
1969 by 28 per cent, so output per 
capita rose by a third, which 
amounts to less than three percen- 
tage points a year — as against six 
per cent per annum in the dazzling 
two previous -decades. 

Not everything was standing still, 
though. Obscured by the nation's 
overall economic performance, 
which was distinctly sluggish, there 
lay concealed a more rapid pace of 
expansion (assisted by a selective 
investment drive)-, in one par- 
ticular. critical sector. Results are 
reflected in dramatic figures 
released by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. Exports increased alx- 
■ fold in dollar terms, as follows: 

1969 $767m. 

1979 $4, 600m. 

In 1969 exports accounted for 18 
per cent of total resources. In 197B 
they were over a quarter (of 
resources which had themselves 
waxed bigger by 82 per cent) . If we 
omit Imports and consider only the 
gross national product, the propor- 
tion of exports was up' from 26 per 
cent of the GNF to 41 per cent, or to 
two -fifths. 

Figures for January 1980 promise 
an even greater leap forward — 
provided the momentum of Finance 
Minister Hurvitz’s new 
deflationary policies is kept up. 
Visible exports In that single month 
came to 3447m., or 60 per cent of 
Israel's export figure tor the entire 
year 1989. 

We have noted that the population 
was by no means stationary during 
that turbulent epoch. Emigration 
rose, that is true — of people seek- 
ing la dolce vita in the West; while 
immigration fell short of expec- 
tations, particularly as concerns 
the Russians, many of whom chose 
the U.S. and other well-cushioned

societies. Nevertheless the Jewish 
population In Israel swelled during 
the seventies by over 700,000 per- 
sons, from 2.5m. to 8.2m.. 

Fart of this was natural increase, 
but not all. The number of new 
settlers exceeded those who left the 
country, yielding a net immigration 
figure (new entrants minus yor- 
dim > of 235,000 persons. 

The labour force grew in industry 
by 30 per cent (from 284,000 to 
805,000). while industrial output 
climbed by 81 per cent. In 
agriculture the labour force 
dropped from 91,700 to 72,140 during 
the seven years ending in 1976, yet 
production rose by half. This in- 
dicates the greatest rise in produc- 
tivity of any sector. (The statistics 
are less satisfactory. The most re- 
cent global output figure in volume 
terms is for 1976.) 

If everything is so good, what 
went wrong? Here is one short- 
coming. During a decade when the 
civilian labour force Increased In 
all by 288,500, half of that number, 
or 147.000 persons, were added to 
the public- service. The number of 
persons employed by the ad- 
ministration — including teachers 
and doctors, but persons salaried 
by the tax- and dues-paytng popula- 
tion — rose from 215,000 or 22.7 per 
cent of the labour force, to 362,000 
or 29 per cent. 

The growth of the governmental 
and institutional sector In that 
period, measured In terms of per- 
sons employed, was double the 
growth of Industry. 

The population went up, as we 
have said, by 28 per cent, whilst 
total private consumption mounted 
by 75 per cent. Living standards 
rose slightly more than output, 
despite the Increase In exports. Had 
output risen faster than consump- 
tion, the trade deficit would have 
narrowed. Instead it widened. 

Economists warned throughout 
this period, as they bad been war- 
ning during the two preceding 
decades, that increasing consump- 
tion as fast or faster than produc- 
tion, when the economy was in 
deficit to begin with, could only lead 
— in due course — to an economic 
breakdown, with heavy unemploy- 
ment. 

This did not happen during the 
1970s. The reason Is that foreign 
aid. primarily from the American 
government and the inflow of 
capital from other sources, 
augmented sufficiently to bridge 
the widened trade deficit. Foreign 
currency reserves held by the Bank 
of Israel did not fall. On the con- 


trary, they sprouted from 3412m. in 
1969 to $2,586m. in 1979. 

Of course there was a price to 
pay. Israel lives on borrowed 
money. The Increase In the nation's 
foreign-currency debt snowballed 
from less than 33.000m. in 1969 to 
*j4.500m. in September 1979. The 
nation is saddled with a heavy an- 
nual debt service charge. Were it 
not for the continued Inflow of grant 
and loan money from abroad, the 
foreign- currency outlay might 
become crippling. This constitutes 
the worst failure in Israel's 
economic policy. 

Is there any redeeming feature In 
such a chronic indebtedness? Well, 
two alleviating factors can be 
detected. The first Is that the 
overwhelming bulk of the debt is 
owed to two creditors only: tbe U.S. 
Government and world Jewry. In a 
crunch they are likely to be lesB ex- 
igent than ordinary commercial 
agencies. 

Suppose at some time in the 
future a crisis occurred and Israel 
could not meet her obligations fully 
or on time (which has fortunately 
not happened to date), she would 
find a more responsive attitude 
towards her difficulties and a 
greater readiness to re-schedule 
her debt package than could be 
hoped for from banks or other in- 
stitutional moneylenders. 

The second palliative is that the 
loans are cheap — extremely so if 
we take into account not only that 
the interest-rates charged are 
mostly concessionary (that is, 
below the going market rate), but 
also — an unforeseen development 


— that the dollar has been over- 
taken by Inflation. 

Prices went up last year in the 
U.S. by 13.3 per cent. This means 
that Israel's debt to the Americans 
has sagged, in real terms, by 13.3 
per cent (or more than one-tenth) in 
those twelve months. 

Before patting ourselves on the 
back though, we should take notice 
of the fact that inflation abroad 
makes our imports costlier. 13118 
would not matter if our trade were 
in balance, because our exports are 
costlier too, and one would offset 
the other. 

But we are saddled with a deficit, 
which has blown up to almost 
34.000m. — partly because the 
goods we buy abroad have become 
more expensive. 

The most optimistic way of 
phrasing this dilemma might be to 
say that our import bill has risen 
owing to Inflation, but our debt 
burden has been eased, thanks 
likewise to inflation. 

What is the outlook for the 1980s, 
then? A fair description of Israel’s 
standing at the present moment 
would be: situation good, prospects 
indifferent. 

The economic machine is 
thankfully in good shape, running 
on all six cylinders. It Is possible to 
achieve enormous progress during 
the next decade. Israel has the 
capacity to wean Itself within that 
period from dependence on aid 
from the U.S. authorities. 

But will she do it? Will she reduce 
her need for assistance in' good 
time, before that assistance is 
wound up? Can she tighten the belt 
a little, and begin to live within her 
means? 

That Is the question posed by Mr. 
Hurvitz through his hard-line 
policies. The response of the doc- 
tors, schoolteachers, X-ray 
technicians and employees of the 
Electric Corporation — not to men- 
tion the Defence Ministry and Hous- 
ing Ministry which demand more 
money, not less — can scarcely be 
reassuring. 


Fashion Week 
in Egypt 
this April

Sportlife will be one of a group of 
15 to 20 Israeli firms taking part In 
an Israel Fashion Week in Egypt. 
This was announced yesterday by 
Shlomo Lazar, one of the three 
partners In the company. 

Organised by Linda Solomon A 
Associates, the showing in Egypt is 
slated for early April. "We don’t ex- 
pect to do much business there," 
Lazar confessed, “but we think it's 
Important for us to go within the 
framework of the normalisation 
process.” 

Egypt notwithstanding, Sportlife 
ha& been selling well this week to. 
EEti and Scandinavian countries, , 
and management is optimistic -that 
export figures in 1980 will at least 
equal the 1979 total of 33.5m. 

Lazar attributes the company's 
success to its Intimate knowledge of 
overseas markets. Unlike most . 
other companies in the industry, 
Sportlife concentrated exclusively 
on export before branching Into the 
local market. The procedure is 
usually the reverse. 

Buyers today are much more 
cautious than they were in previous - 
years and prefer to buy less more 
frequently. This means that instead 
of preparing two collections a year, 
export-oriented firms will have to 
gear themselves for four collec- 
tions. In Sportlife ’s case, this will 
raise production investmen t by at 
least ILfim. It costs IL3m. to 
develop and build a collection, 
Lazar said. 

Sportlife employs close to 200. per- 
manent workers, and at the height 
of season gives out work to as many 
as 22 subcontractors. As yet, 
Sportlife personnel have no fears 
about unemployment. The firm is 
"neither hiring nor firing.”

Post Knesset Reporter 

Poor safety arrangements at 
Ben-Gurion Airport were decried In 
the Knesset yesterday by three 
members in motions for the agen- 
da. 

Gideon Hausner (Independent 
Liberals), Mordechal Vlrshubski 
(Shall, and Yehuda Ben-Meir 
(National Religious Party) quoted 
a representative of the Israel Pilots 
Association, Captain Barzilai, as 
having said that matters are so 
grave that a major air accident 
could occur at any moment. 

The motions were referred to the 
Economic Committee, where Bar- 
ztlai made that statement on Tues- 
day. He also said that international 
pilots associations rate B-G Airport 
as one of the more dangerous, 
because is has a single runway for 


take-offs and landings. 

Ramon Harel, director of tbe 
Israel Airports Authority, told the 
committee that Israel was the only 
country he knew of where three 
separate bodies were involved in 
air traffic: the Civil Aviation Ad- 
ministration, the Airports Authori- 
ty and the Air Force. 

"Israeli and foreign experts say 
this state of affairs is intolerable, 
but nothing Is done,” Harel said. 

Arik Alouf, of the Civil Aviation 
Administration said that when 
near-accidents take place in flying 
lanes, the civil and the military 
authorities have no agreed Joint 
procedure for enquiries. 

The committee decided to take up 
this lack of coordination with the 
Transport Minister and with top Air 
Force personnel.

STATE COMPTROLLER’S REPORT 

Netanya’s beauty only

Hugging the Mediterranean 
shore 34 km. north of Tel Aviv, 
Netanya with its luxury hotels, 
night clubs, beachfront promenade 
and neatly manicured boulevards is 
unquestionably one of Israel’s most 
beautiful cities. 

Yet. there are also ugly features 
about Netanya. judging from the 
State Comptroller's “Report 
Number Six” on that city, released 
for publication this morning. 

• The municipality of Netanya, 
suggests the Comptroller, is by no 
means a model of good organisa- 
tion, For example, no amount of 
searching could uncover a chart 
giving a visual description of the 
structure of the city's government 
— the workers, their job duties and 

responsibilities. 

Though the city had spent IL200,- 
000 on operations research and ef- 
ficiency studies, none of the 
recommendations presented to it 
have been implemented. Further- 
more. the normal working week for 
employees of local authorities 
throughout the country is 45 hours. 
In Netanya, it is 42 hours. And the 
municipality admits that some of 
its full-time employees do outside 
work for pay. 

• Approximately 974.000 square 


metres of construction were ex- 
ecuted in Netanya between 1973 and 
1978. Yet, the State Comptroller's 
check of contractors’ application 
procedures at the city's Local Plan- 
ning Committee showed that 
documents in its< files were not 
numbered nor even filed 
chronologically or cross-indexed 
from one file location to the other. 
As a result, it was virtually im- 
possible to know the stage of pro- 
gress of a given building plan and 
if all the necessary forms and 
documents relating to that project 
had been submitted. 

According to the Comptroller, the 
Local Committee from 1973 till mid- 
1978 approved building plana for 
nine hotels and Industrial buildings 
despite the fact that these called (or 
"substantial” violations of max- 
imum allowable space use. 

Sometimes these violations In- 
volved unauthorized adding of 
storeys. At other times, the 
violations involved horizontal ex- 
pansion in excess of allowable 
limits. When citizens protested, 
their protests were ignored and the 
plans approved. In three cases, a 
sub-committee on variances re- 
jected a contractor's appeals for 
deviations in building, but the Local 
Committee overruled Its own sub- 
committee and accommodated the

"After the Regional Planning 
Commission pointed out, in vain, to 
the Local Planning Committee that 
some contractors were over- 
building at the rate of 88. 88 and. 
even 115 per cent above allowable 
space limits. legal procedures were 
initiated against the builders. 
Nevertheless, in some of these 
cases, the local unit did not even 
issue "cease-work" orders to Uxe 
builders, though such orders had- 
been approved by the courts. 

• In one neighbourhood where 
there are high-rise apartment 
buildings, tenants complained to 
the municipality and to the public 
ombudsman that water frequently 
does not reach the upper storeys, 
constituting a health and safety 
hazard. The municipality at- 
tributed this to a lack of water 
pressure occasioned by electric 
power failures, and to cutbacks in 
pumping from wells to keep within 
water table extraction limits. 

However, the Comptroller's In- 
vestigations uncovered something 
else: when the municipality issued 
building permits for these high- 
rises, it failed to demand that con- 
tractors install gravity feed tanks 
for each flat, as required by the 
Construction Planning Regulations 
of 1970. What is more, the 
municipality permitted the 
buildings to be tenanted even 
without subsequent installation of 
these vital tanks. 

• Netanya’s two poultry 
slaughterhouses — one operated by 
the city and the other by the 
religious council — are located in 
municipal-owned buildings. Bach 
year a quarter of a million roosters, 
hens, broilers, turkeys, geese and 
ducks are brought to these 
facilities, where they are 
slaughtered and have their feathers 
plucked. Surprisingly, the State 
Comptroller found that neither of 
these slaughterhouses operated 
with a permit from the Agriculture 
Ministry’s Veterinary Service, as 
required by the Livestock Disease 
Law of 1960. 

The permit was not granted 
because, despite repeated demands 
by the Veterinary Service, the 
municipality did not maintain the 
two buildings in sanitary condition; 
the walls were not tiled, there was 
no coop for disinfecting equipment, 
nor was there feather accumulating 
and storage apparatus, as required 
by law. 

• Feeding into Netanya's 220 km. 
of sewage piping are drainages 
from 227 of the 238 plants In the 
city's industrial zone. For most of 
these 227 plants, the municipality 
did not have up-to-date information 
on the type of wastes they are pour- 
ing into the sewage system, and 
whether the effluents were being 
pre-treated before entering the 
network. 

Such information, says the Comp- 
troller, is vital. With it, health 
authorities can estimate the possl-

Netanya ia a fast-growing city. 
From 7,000 in 1948, to 77,500 in 1974, 
the population grew to 92,800 by 
1979. A new 60-bed hospital, the 
Uipan Akiva and the Wingate 
Institute of Sports are among the 
public institutions located within 
the city. 

• Though Netanya allocates about 
a third of its regular budget to 
education, the State Comptroller 
learned that the city neglected an 
important requirement in the Com- 
pulsory Education Law: to main- 
tain a card file covering all pupils of 
school age in the city. 

The ORT network of vocational 
schools maintains a training cen- 
tre in Netanya. More than two- 
thirds of the pupils are residents of 
the city. 

According to an agreement 
between the city and ORT, the 
Netanya Municipality is to pay the 
centre 45 per cent of the excess of 
the school's operating costs over its 
income. In 1976 and 1977 the 
municipality's ‘‘participation" 
amounted to IL750.000 annually. 
Surprisingly, however, the city 
made these payments without re- 
quiring ORT to submit its financial 
statements to show what its Income 
and expenditures actually were. 


AMOOR has invested IL50m. In the 
last three years developing new 
products in the field of solar 
energy, air purification, metal 
working, and motors to power 
machinery.

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Olympic decision 


MAKING IT to the Olympics, once every four years, is the con- 
summation most devoutly wished by the best of the world’s 
athletes, regardless of race, creed or nationality. 

For four years athletes train in anticipation of this prestigious 
meet. To have the games cancelled, or even demoted in status, 
is so much strenous effort gone down the drain. It may also 
mean an abrupt end, before their time, of established sporting 
careers, and a grievous interruption in the growth of promising 
new talent. 

It is not entirely surprising, therefore, that the International 
Olympic Committee should have affirmed, two days ago, its 
resolve to have the next games held, as sched u led, in Moscow 
this summer. 

The IOC's insistence on keeping sports and politics separate is 
— and the point cannot be stressed too strongly — wholly ad- 
mirable. But this worthy aim will not be achieved merely by 
adhering to the original plan for the 1980 Olympics. The choice 
of .Moscow as this year's host was not entirely accidental. 

Moscow was so honoured in appreciation of the Soviet role in 
furthering progress towards a durable detente. The Idea was, at 
least in part, that allowing the Russians to bask in the glory of 
the Olympics held on their own soli would be an added incentive 
to moderation and reasonableness on their part. 

For whatever reason, things have not worked out that way. To 
hold the games in Moscow now, in the shadow of Soviet tanks oc- 
cupying Afghanistan, would be tantamount to offering a gold 
medal for rank aggression and violation of human rights. 

President Carter has apparently agreed that the original 
deadline for a decision to boycott the games be put off from 
February 20 till May 24, which is the last date for confirming 
national participation. If by that time Soviet troops are 
withdrawn from Afghanistan — all of them, and without strings 
attached — the U.S. would be willing to send its athletes to 
Moscow. 

This is an idea that should commend itself to the American 
Olympic Committee, and indeed to all such committees In coun- 
tries that consider themselves free and law-abiding, including 
Israel. 

The Israeli committee has still another cause to reconsider a 
Journey to Moscow this summer. At first it- was thought, un- 
derstandably enough, that the meet would provide an occasion 
for Israelis to meet Russian Jews. But there are now signs that 
this is precisely the sort of thing that the increasingly hard- 
lining Kremlin leaders are determined to prevent 

The banishment of Academician Sakharov to faraway Gorky 
could turn out to be only the harbinger of the mass expulsion, or 
forcible isolation by other means, of critics of the regime who 
happen to live in Moscow — for the duration of the Olympic 
Games, if not longer. The Iaaeh delegation could also be barfed 
from any contacts outside the Olympic compound on the 
specious ground of security. 

Unless firm assurances are given that the games will not be 
made into a quarantine for the Israelis, then (but not, as 
suggested by Geula Cohen MK, among others, as a general — 
and empty — protest against Soviet heinousness) Israel might 
well decide that the trip is not worth the expense. After all, 
success in sport does not play nearly as much a role in the 
ISr^eli, nor for that matter the American, as in the Soviet self- 
image. 

If the American decision on participation in the games can be 
put off, so surely may the Israeli. But if the U.S. wishes like- 
minded countries such as Israel to concert* action with it — then 
it must actively, consult them in advance about joint policy. It 
cannot expect them merely to follow suit. 


Victory for justice 


IT WAS nine years ago that Serge Klarsfeld confronted former 
SS-officer Kurt Lischka in his native Cologne, and asked him 
why he. refused to face justice about his part in the deportation 
to death camps of 73,000 Jews from France. Lisehka’s arrogant 
and confident answer was: “I don’t owe you any explanation. I 
will answer only to German justice.” 

Well, German justice has now spoken. After a four-month 
business-like trial, presided over by Judge Heinz Fassbender, 
defendant Lischka received ten years in jail, while his chief 
collaborators Herbert Hagen and Ernst Hblnrichsobn, drew 
twelve and six years each. 

The judgment is a double victory. It is a victory for the “new 
Germany” which 35 years after the end of the World War, is 
able to see complicity in genocide for what it is — and to Bee that 
it Is punished. 

That the victory is limited in scope — not far from Cologne, in 
& Duessddorf courtroom, the Majdanek trial is dragging on in 
its fourth year — is no reason to undervalue it. 

But the verdict is also a personal victory for Beate and Serge 
Klarsfeld. In more than ten years of private effort they flushed 
the three men out of their hiding places In prosperous civilian 
jobs in Germany Itself. 

They almost slnglehandedly forced the German Bundestag to 
pass the legislation making it possible to retry the men in Ger- 
man courts, after they had all been sentenced in absentia in 
French courts. 

The true character of the Cologne court can be measured by 
the reaction of part of the other, "old Germany." The majority 
of the citizens of Buergstadt, in Bavaria, it turns out, support 
their former mayor Ernst Heinrichsohn, who resigned only 
after the verdict. They — both old and young — believe he only 
did his “duty.” 

It remains to be seen whether this is a fringe opinion — or 
whether it still expresses a national mood. The next opportunity 
for Germany to speak its mind may come pretty soon, for Serge 
and Beate Klarsfeld already have their sights on other un- 
punished Nazi criminals.

HIRSH GOODMAN argues that the curfew in Hebron was 
evidence of the government's bankrupt policy in the 
territories. 
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THE GOVERNMENT, it seems, 
has finally lost its grip on reality. 
Th'e latest actions regarding 
Hebron are proof for even the last 
of us who. deep down in their 
hearts, trusted that those familiar 
with "the entire picture” knew 
what they were doing. 

Firstly, the stupidity and 
callousness ot clamping a 10-day 
curfew on 60.000 people in retribu- 
tion for a single act of terrorism are 
staggering. One would have to 
search far and wide to find a 
parallel example of such punitive 
action.

ALTERNATIVES TO 
IMPORTED OIL 


Tn the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir. — In his article, "To prospect 
or not” (February 3), David 
Krlvine lists prospecting for oil In 
Israel as one of three alternatives 
to Israel’s dependence on imported 
petroleum. The other two — coal- 
fired generating plants and atomic 
power — I find too ghastly to con- 
template. 

It may come as quite a shock to 
many people, but there are other 
alternatives — the cheapest being 
plain old conservation. The 
profligacy 1 thought I left behind in 
the United States I find rampant 
here. You could buy a very good 
energy conservation education 
programme for the ZLi ,700ra. being 
asked for oil prospecting for the 
next two years. It could go far 
toward curing the disease (over- 
consumption) Instead of treating 
the symptom (lack of hydrocarbon 
fuel). 

You might convince the Ministry 
of Housing and the Ministry of In- 
dustry to stop building shabbily 
constructed, un-insulated concrete 
boxes and start building energy ef- 
ficient homes of native materials 
like adobe (sun-dried mud bricks), 
which has an insulating factor 
several times that of concrete. 

You might convince people — Uie 
Ministry of Communications for 
one — to stop driving American gas 
bogs. One jof their Dodge tenders 
passed me in the Negev doing at 
least 120 k.p.h. If, at least, speed 
laws were obeyed and enforced, the 
energy savings would be con- 
siderable. 

If that same sum of ILl,700m. 
were applied to developing a more 
efficient, more utilised solar energy 
alternative (to which Israel is 
eminently suited), dependence on 
foreign oil could become 
negligible in a short time. Other 
alternative energy sources, such as 
wind power for the Galilee, could be 
applied and further reduce that 
dependence. 

There are many alternatives, but 
to say that hydrocarbons (ours or 
theirs) or atomic power are the 
only alternatives is dangerously 
narrow-sighted and disastrously 
short-sighted.

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Organization was going to under- 
lain e some act that would 
demonstrate to the Jews in general 
and to Kiryat Arba’s Rabbi Moshe 
Levinger In particular that Hebron 
Is not a Jewish town. 

Terrorism in Hebron is an unfor- 
tunate reality, just as is the 
terrorism elsewhere in Israel. But 
locking people in their homes for 10 
days is not going to solve the 
problem. Curfews did not help in 
Gaza in the late 1960s. They have 
not helped on the West Bank; Only a 
determined effort by the security 
services to Isolate the terror cells, 
to neutralize their leadership and to 
stop their arms supplies, coupled 
with intensive police and array 
guard details, will help to curb 
terror. 

And now, hardly have the wounds 
in the city healed when, knuckling 
under to pressure from a few 
fanatics, the government decides in 
principle to allow Jewish-owned 
houses in the city to be repopulated 
by Jews. This, I suppose, is done 
with the full realization that a 
precedent is being set for handing 
former Arab homes in Jerusalem. 
Jaffa, Acre and 100 other spots in 
the country back to the descendants 
of their former owners. Perhaps 
then the government should have 
declared this as its intention — a 
general reinstatement of the pre- 
1946 status quo between the two 
populations.

When the United States and other 
free nations threaten to boycott the. 
Olympic Games in Moscow unless 
the Russians withdraw their troops 
from Afghanistan — so brazenly 
and brutally Invaded — the Soviet 
Government sanctimoniously 
declares that one must not "mix 
sports with politics.” 

But when Israel hosted the Chess 
Olympics In 1976, the Russians and 
all of their satellites In the world not 
only boycotted the Olympics but 
helped to organize and run 
"Counter Olympics” in Libya to 
harm the one held In Israel under 
the official auspices of F.I.D.E. 
That, of course, was not "mixing 
sports with politics," at least not by 
the double standards of the 
Russians. 

When Israeli sportsmen 
endeavour to be accepted In the 
European zone of various sport 
competitions — soccer, handball, 
volleyball and others — it is in- 


variably the Russians and their 
European underlings who prevent 
it. That, of course is not "mixing 
sports with politics." 

When Israel, under Arab 
pressure, was prevented from 
rightfully participating in the Asian 
Games ot which It is a founding 
member, not a single voice of 
protest against such blatant "mix- 
ing of sports with politics” was rais- 
ed either by the Soviets or by any 
other “sportsminded" co mm u n ist 
government. 

But now that the Soviet chickens 
are coming home to roost, there is a 
hue and cry from Moscow and there 
will he no end to sanctimonious 
statements emanating from there, 
pleading not to “mix sports with 
politics." And there will be plenty 
of people in the world who will 
again fall for that type of Soviet 
propaganda — as they have done in 
every other field of human 
endeavour. The Russians know 
perfectly well that they can count 
upon the support of the "Liberals" 
of the world who are always duped 
into toeing the Soviet line.

LACK OF SUBTLETY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir. — A friend of mine, a French 
doctor, went on a cruise in 
December, spending two days in 
Israel. He said that he and the 
others were very resentful of the 
heavy-handed propaganda served 
up by the tour guide. 

My brother-in-law visited Israel 
with a group of teachers over the 
Christmas vacation. They were so 
alienated by the ethnocentrlsm of 
their guide that they stopped listen- 
ing to him entirely. 

These arc only two experiences of 
several that have been mentioned 
to me by people who have visited 
Israel. I've led four groups of 
Americans stationed in Germany 
on tours to Israel, and we have been 


fortunate in having a guide who was 
guilty of only occasional lapses of 
objectivity. 

For the most part, visitors to 
Israel are well-educated and fairly 
sophisticated. It's not the facts, but 
the presentation that Is at Issue. A 
less hard-sell approach would be es- 
pecially appreciated by those who 
come from backgrounds where 
modesty is a prized trait. Tour com- 
panies would do well to remind 
their guides that more friends could 
be won for Israel with a little more 
tact and subtley.
